PROVISIONAL  SPECIFICATION  left  by  Henry  Cowan,  John  Cowan,  and 
Phineas  Cowan  at  the  Office  of  the  Commissioners  of  Patents,  with  their 
Petition,  on  the  13th  October  1854. 

We,  Henry  Cowan,  John  Cowan,  and  Phineas  Cowan,  all  of  New  Gravel 
Lane,  Shadwell,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  Soap  Manufacturers,  do  hereby 
declare  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for  46  Improvements  in  Consuming  and 
Utilizing  Smoke  ”  to  be  as  follows  : — 

We  propose  to  receive  the  smoke  at  its  exit  from  furnaces,  chimneys,  and 
other  vents  by  an  arrangement  of  tubes  conducting  such  smoke  to  a  vacuum 
or  vacuums.  The  smoke  will  by  these  arrangements  be  prevented  issuing  into 
the  atmosphere.  We  also  propose  to  utilize  the  smoke  collected  for  making 
illuminating  gas,  and  for  other  commercial  purposes.
